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Some people in lífe reaily do land on their feet and no-one has their size nines 
planted firmer than Matthew Webster, Associate Producer tor £A Sports’ 
International Soccer. Síňce leaving school, he has worked his way through the 
ranks at Electronic Arts and is now a key figuře in their EA Sports program. 
Jason “many questions” Johnson dug deep to find out everythíng about what 
ís shaping up to be the best footbali game ever. 


Electronic Arts haven’t pro- 
duced what ís seen as an 
English, rather than 
American, sports game before. 
Where did the idea originate 
from? 

The idea originated in the UK 
about a year ago. To start the 
balí rolling we had to write a 
script, which I was responsible for, 
and put everything in it that we 
wanted in the game. This script 
then had to be approved before 
Work couid begin. Fortunately, we 
had a programming team in 
Canada and so we went to them 
with the ideas and thaťs how it all 
started. 

How was the game devel- 
oped from the early days 
and what were your originál 
concepts once the go ahead had 
been given? 

We had to decide what we 
wanted from the game. For 
starters. it was agreed that a 
16Mbit cartridge wouid be ušed 
and that wed reaily push for out- 
standing graphics and sound. What 
we aiso wanted to impress upon 
was the AI (Artificial Intelligence) of 
the game. The players in the teams 
had to play like their reál life coun- 
terparts. 

What outside ínfluences 
altered the development 
team’s ideas, for instance, 
research must háve played a 
huge role in the early days? 

Yes. we did a lot of research 
and mainiy targeted soccer 
fans who regularly play video 
games. We ušed a total of eight 
focus groups, compared to the nor¬ 
mál two, and thaťs oniy up until 


now. We discussed the concepts 
and generál ideas with these peo¬ 
ple and, in doing so. we were able 
to discover what directions to také 
with the development. The biggest 
decision, by far. was which pitch 
view we wouid use. 

So why did you choose to 
use an isometric view 
instead of the conventional 
John Madden and NHLPA 
Hockey angles? 

Well, it looks reaily cool and 
the realism gained is 
unmatched. If you are to watch 
a game of footbali on the television 
you'll notice that you're looking from 
a side-on angle, so this has to be 
the best way to play it on a video 
game. Another reason for the iso¬ 
metric view is that there’s no advan- 
tage to playing up or down the field, 
uniike Super Kick Off and similarly 
viewed games.
